The National Law Center of the George Washington University, in cooperation 
with the Young Lawyers Section of the D.C. Bar Association, will present a ten- 
part colorcast series entitled "The Supreme Court." The half-hour programs will 
air weekdays 6:30 - 7:00 a.m., March 31 through April 11 on WRC-TV, channel U. 

Political discussions during the 1968 Presidential campaign focused on 
recent Supreme Court decisions. But, many private citizens who discussed the 
Supreme Court were not aware of the history, or the true nature of the Court. 
Most Americans are unaware of the events that precede decisions and what process 
each case must follow before being heard by the Court. 

"The Supreme Court" provides an understanding of how cases are brought 
to the nine Justices to be heard, why certain decisions have gained popular 
attention, and what decisions may become the area of public attention of the 
future.

Twenty-nine Composite Paintings by Elaine Adrienne-Gates will be 
exhibited at The George Washington University Art Gallery from April 1 
through April 30 in the Dimock Room of Lisner Auditorium, 21st and H 
Streets, N.W. 

Elaine Adrienne-Gates Composj t.e Paintings utilize the technique 
of silk-screening on formica, aluminum, plexiglas, and canvas. These 
reflective and transparent materials have been used to create countless 
variations of tonal modulations and colorations, as well as varied 
illusory effects. 

Formica and aluminum, for example, responded to the inks by creating 
another color element which in turn affected that of the ink screened 
upon them. Vacuum forming plexiglas increased the height of illusion 
because of the curvature of the surface. Using ink rather than paint 
provided fine* quality and greater transparency possibilities. 

By using different surface materials, the artist has extended the 
dimension of the serigraphic technique; though using a graphic medium, 
the artist has created "one of a kind" pieces. 

Elaine Adrienne-Gates Composite Paintings will be exhibited Monday 
through Friday from 1:00 p.m..tc 5:00 p.m. The Gallery will also be 
open for performances in Lisner Auditorium.

DR. CARL J. LANGE APPOINTED 
ASSISTANT VICE PRESIDENT FOR RESEARCH 
AT GWU 


Dr. Carl J. Lange has been appointed Assistant Vice President for Research 
at The George Washington University. This new position combines directorship 
of the Educational Resources Information Center Clearing House on Higher 
Education of the university, and administration of the university's Office 
of Sponsored Reseaxch. Dr. Lange is currently Assistant Director for Planning 
at the Human Resources Research Office of the university. He has held this 
post since 1964. 

A Pensylvanian, Dr. Lange did his undergraduate work at Duke University 
(Bachelor of Science, 1945) and his graduate study at the University of 
Pittsburgh in the field of psychology, (Master of Science, 1948; Doctor of 
Philosophy, 1951.) He served in the United States Navy during World War II 
and was discharged with the rank of Lieutenant (JG). 

Dr. Lange joined HumRRO as a task leader in 1953, and has been successively 
Director of Research for Division No. 4, at Ft. Benning, Georgia; and Assistant 
Director for Planning. He was on loan to the Central Atlantic Regional Educational 
Laboratory from September 1966 to March 1967 , to serve as Interim Executive 
Director during the developmental phase of the laboratory. 

Earlier in his career he worked as a project leader for the American 
Institute for Research where he developed and evaluated a Leaders' Reaction 
Test. He also worked as a senior psychologist for the U.S. Government and as 
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GWU, CARL J. LANGE 
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a research assistant at the University of Pittsburgh. 

He is a fellow of the American Psychological Association, and a member 
of Sigma Xi, science honorary. He also holds membership in the American 
Educational Research Association; the Southern Society for Philosophy and 
Psychology; the American Academy of Political and Social Science; the Futurist 
Society; and the District of Columbia Psychological Association. He has 
written numerous papers and articles in his field.

DR. JAY W. FORRESTER NAMED INVENTOR-OF-THE-YEAR BY 
GW PTC RESEARCH INSTITUTE; TO BE HONORED APRIL 17 


Dr. Jay W. Forrester, professor of industrial management at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, and formerly a research engineer with the M.I.T. Digital 
Computer Laboratory, has been named by The George Washington University's PTC 
Research Institute to receive its 1968 Inventor-of-the-Year Award. 

The Inventor-of-the-Year Award honors a journeyman or professional inventor 
who has made a significant patented invention or inventions. The Award affords 
an opportunity to recognize an inventor who overcomes obstacles and expends his 
resources to produce an invention or inventions successfully. 

Dr. Forrester's most significant recent contribution has been a memory system 
with magnetic cores capable of bistable operation through the use of materials 
having nearly square hysteresis loops, and electrically exciting them by coincident 
currents. 

Memory systems using the cores were built at M.I.T.'s Digital Computer Lab¬ 
oratory and were incorporated into successful computers. In the early 1950's, 
the Laboratory was joined with several other groups to become the M.I.T. Lincoln 
Laboratory. It was at Lincoln that the first core system—developed earlier 
at the Digital Computer Laboratory—was incorporated and successfully operated 
in the Whirlwind computer. 

Further development was done by Dr. Forrester's laboratory in cooperation 
with others, and a great deal of development work was done by other experimenters. 
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Inventor-of-theYear 
Add one 

One of the developments was in ceramic cores, which had the advantages of 
small size and fast operating speed. Improvements in cores have been made 
continually until some cores are now less than one-fiftieth of an inch in 
diameter. 

Dr. Forrester has been a member of the faculty of M.I.T.'s Alfred P. Sloan 
School of Industrial Management since 1956. He is applying his earlier work in 
digital computers and servomechanisms to developing the field of "industrial 
dynamics," a new approach to the design of corporate policy based on the feed¬ 
back system character of the industricl enterprise. His book, "Industrial 
Dynamics," (M.I.T. Press, 1961 ), was chosen by the McKinsey Foundation in 1961-62 
as one of the five books most important to managers. 

Dr. Forrester was selected for the Award by a Board of Awards composed of 
the following members: The Honorable Edward J. Brenner, Commissioner of 
Patents; Dr. Leonard Carmichael, Vice President for Research and Exploration, 

The National Geographical Society, Former Secretary, the Smithsonian Institution; 
Dr. Michael Ference, Jr., Vice President Research, Ford Motor Company; Dr. W. E. 
Hanford, Vice President Research and Development, Olin Mathieson Chemical 
Corporation; Dr. Earl T. McBee, Head, Department of Chemistry, Purdue University; 
Dr. Glenn A. Nesty, Vice President Research and Development, Allied Chemical 
Corporation; Dr. Max Tishler, President, Merck, Sharp and Dohme.
